4'.-bushels per 
acre. A study of their production 
practices revealed that they were 
using good seed, all being of tho 
certified grade; that they plowed 
their land in the fall and thor- 
oughly worked and prepared the 
seed bed before planting tho crop.

They sprayed tho 
crop on the average of six times 
and applied nearly GOO pounds of 
commercial fertilizer per 
acre.
